un eighteen, and which for- 
bid the admittance to billiard 
rooms of those under sixteen. 
The truancy law, passed about 
twenty years ago, stipulates 
that all children, between the 
ages of eight and fourteen, must 
attend school regularly, the 
parents being liable to punish- 
ment if they fieglect to enforce 
the law. About nineteen years 
ago a law was enacted which 
forbade the employment in 
mines of any girl or of any boy 
under fifteen. Neither may any 
child under fourteen work in 
any factory, save in canning 
factories, and ‘in these only dur- 
ing the summer holiday months 
the hours of labor being regu- 
lated. No child under fourteen 
years may work in any store, 
and not then save under sanit- 
ary conditions, that have been 
proven good. 

By far the most important 
act yet passed is the children’s 
peakection act, which came in 
orce about twenty years ago. 
It has been thus far the crown- 
ing piece of child legislation, 
and all states in the union and 
most European countries have 
Dow a ~~ similar law, 
and owing to it 
the Children’s Aid society for 
juvenile delinquents which at- 
tempts to care for all neglected 
or ‘dependent children, came 


to be inau ted.

Borden’s life are those spent in , 
the seclusion of his own library 
in communion, with the great 
minds of all ages and during 
which he is able to temporarily 
ut out of mind the strife of po 
ities and its worrying anxie- 
ties. Apropos of this an inci- 
dent occured at a recent Press 
Gallery dinner which is signifi- 
cant. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
M1. Borden were both guests of 
the newspapermen, as is the 
custom, and Mr. Borden in the 
course of a few after-dinner re- 
marks spoke of some of his li- 
terary dreams earlier in his life 
but which he never had_ the 
time to realize. Sir Wilfrid 
turned to. Mr. Borden and said: | 

“Suppose we leave politics 
and devote the rest of our lives 
to literature?’’ 

“TY will if you will,” was Mr. 
Borden’s quick response. Both 
then laughed heartily, but this 
little bit of repartee was not 
wholly a joke. : 

Irrespective of what may . be 
his personal opinion of folitics, 
Mr. Borden has succeeded in at- 
taining an honourable position 
in Canadian political history. 
His name is a synonym for po 
litical righteousness and for hi 
followers he demands the same 
estimate of public life. Always 
a champion of the people and 
at the same time of profound 
learning and with a keen com- 
orehension of fundamental law 

is reuliarly fitted for the 
leadership of a great party. 
His public utterances are al- 
ways effective because of their 
full sincerity. By nature a po- 
Jemic and a controversialist; in- 
tellectually combative and self- 
reliant; absolutely fearless and 
indifierent to applause or cen- 
sure for its own sake he is at 
the same time quite incapable 
of political intrigue for his con- 
clusions are ever based upon 
right versus wrong. In oratory 
Mr. Borden is persuasive but 
devoid of artifice, too earnest in 
purpose to employ cheap or 
paltry devices as a means to an 
end; of dynamic mogtal force, 
his every thought based upen 
knowledge and principle; fully 
a epee mentally and physic- 
ally for noble and enduring 
achievement, Mr. Borden is to-. 
day a most vivid and virile 
personality in Canadian poli- 
tics.
